REMARKS 

In reply to the restriction requirement set forth in the Office Action mailed June 15, 
2000, the claims of Groups II and III (claims 16-23 and 24-29) have been canceled. The 
applicants elect the claims drawn to the method of making of Group I (claims 1-4, 6-15 and 
30-42) without traverse. 

The elected claims of Group I are believed to contain only one of two species. 
However, to the extent an election of species is needed, the applicants elect the species present 
within the elected claims, i.e., in Claim 41.
